8 General Description:

9 This bill establishes provisions for the acquisition of certain property surrounding the

10 governor's mansion.

11 Highlighted Provisions:

13 < establishes an expendable special revenue fund to receive private donations for the

14 purchase of certain property surrounding the governor's mansion;

15 < allows the Division of Facilities Construction and Management to require matching

16 private donations for public funds appropriated under this bill;

17 < specifies how donations received and appropriations made under this bill are

18 required to be expended; and

19 < establishes a repealer for certain provisions.

59 (6) (a)  The division shall account separately for money appropriated by the Legislature

100 fiscal year 2020. The Legislature has reviewed the following capital project funds. The

101 Legislature authorizes the State Division of Finance to transfer amounts between funds and

102 accounts as indicated.
